* Do data reveal students in other primary disability
categories such as Specific Learning Disabilities,
Emotional Disturbance, OHI-ADD/ADHD, or Speech &
Language Impaired?

— Gather strong evidence and include in PPT process.

— May be more appropriate to take standard assessments
with supports and accommodations.
